I bave thought it meer, by the advice of my 
worthy Brethren in the un” 44 .to expoſe this Narrative to the open 
view, altbough the meanneſs of the Perſon's Education, ' and thi little 
time he bath had for proficiency in the kgawledy of the Goſpel; might diſ- 
courage in this matter on the one hand; yet on the other hand, the 
profit that we hope may be reaped (through the Lord's Bleſſing ) by ma- 
ny, eſpecially at Hagtford, ww the ns; of it, both as tothe re- 
ducing. ſome from Mm, andypreventing ſome ftaggering- ones, con 
firming alſo others in the Faith;of the Goſpel, hath prevaſted with me 
to print it, And indeed, Inſt ances of. this natare art ſo \famout and 


rare, Viz. For any to be recovered from this Betwitching ; and this In- 
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ſtance none of the leaſt, that I could in Conſcience do no other. This 
Withal being an experience that the Lord in rich Mercy gave him, [ 
hope will _ the deeper - impreſſion upon the Minds of People : For 
own = I ſee ſuch clear, diftinit, ſound Goſpel-knowledg in it, 
that I dare ſay co ; 2 14 no other than the Finger, the eminent 
Finger of G T upon his dear elett Child: And the more remarkgble us 
it, in that be was a ſtranger tos ally. converſed with none of n4,, moſt 
of theſe things were taught him alone in the reading of the Scrip- 
twres.. Fleſh and Blood hath not revealed this to thee, may ne tr4- 
ly ſay,but our Father which is in Heaven ; the Spirit of Wsſdom and 
Revelation in the Myſtery of the Father and the Son hath been upon him. 
O that one of - you ( my dear Brethren) and every one in Hart- 
ford bad the knowledg of Chriſt thus diſtintily formed in you ! till 
which thing be, the Soul of bim, to whom Chriſt hath commuted you 
«4s his charge, ſhall travail im birth, and be in pain : Bleſſing the Lord 
that bis poor Labours bave pot altogether been in vain as to this matter. 
O that-it might pleaſe Chriſt to direft my faithful Brethren in the Mz- 
mſtry, uu their reſpettive s where hot are caſt in the Countreys, to 
x. and inſift more an the Seat New-Teſtament fundamental 
then the Blood of Chriſt ! My daily Prayer to Chriſt i, that we 
all may be made able Miniſters of the New-Teſtament : We have but 
Law ard Goſpel ts preach, let ws keep them diftintly in their places; 
the Law for t Gede and comvitien of Sin, yea of firſt evil Mo- 
tions to be. fin, The Law is ſpiritual, Rom.7, and requires perfett and 
prrpernal Obedience of every one. that will be juſtified by it, and ad. 
mus of no Re e at all in caſe of any failure. Now the. Law is 
weak through the fleſh, Rom. 8. Man is breaking it every moment by 
bis crooked thoughts -. this would let a Man ſee bu Sins to be mounta- 
nous and innumerable, and fo bring down every high thought, and lay 
kim low. giving bim te ſee the need of rhe Righteouſneſs of another, 
not i 1 to anſwer the requirements of the Law ;- thus the Law. 
is our-Schoolmaſter to Chriſt, Then the Goſpel, the Balm of the 
Dottrine of the free Fuſtification of a Sinner in the Blood of Chriſt ; 
for the Wound, this Oile to be poured into the G aſhes of Conſcience, 
bow would it Heal, Settle, Confirm, Comfort nd the Soul thus find- 
ing @ Savior and Sweetneſs in.Chriſt, this would be as new Wine, and 
be would ſoon diſcern all poiſonous drinks, Whoever bath taſted that 
the Lord u Graciow, never takgs up with the Quakers Chriſt, O that 
the Goſpel were ſtudied. by ww, and preached by us mare ! 
Theſe 
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Theſe things that follow have eſtablifbed me in the Preaching of it- 

I. That the Purity and Holineſs of God's Majeſty is ſuch, that no- 
thing is accepted of him but what is every Way perfef# and complear. 
We are very prone to meaſure God by the rale of our own Imagination ; 
and to think, that what appears to be Righteouſneſs with ws, 14 ſo with 
Him : Whereas we are to concevve of God according as the Scriptures 
ſet Him forthto ws, and to bring our Righteouſneſs to the Bar of his 
Tribunal, and ſee whether it will bear the Tryal, ſee whether it will 
bold ont to juſtify in bis ſight ;, when as Fob 5.15. The Heavens are 
not clean in his ſight. Job 4. 18. He chargeth his Angels with 
Folly ; which i too little to ſpeak, of the bad Angels. 

2. None of the Sons of Men ſince Adam's Fall (that was no more 
than Man ) hath ever brought, neither can any of them bring this per- 
felt and compleat Righteouſneſs to God : Look to the beſt Men that e- 
ver were ſanttijied, and that eminently by the Holy G hoft, yea ſome of 
the Prophets, Patriarchs, and Penmen of the Holy Scriptures, ſee 
what they ſay of themſelves, and what is ſaid of them. Abraham 
had Righteouſneſs, he bad orkg ;, yet Rom. 4. 2. theſe were not to be 
gloried in before God, only in the fight of Men + David, Pſal. 143: 2. 
prayeth to God in this manner, Enter not into Judgment with thy 
Servant, for in thy ſight, &c. Therefore Pſal. 32. 1. be placeth the 
Bleſſedueſs of Man in the Forgiveneſt of Sins; Bleſſed is he whoſe 
. Sin is covered, &c. which uw mentioned in Rom. 4. Iſaiah c.6. 5. 
I am a Man of unclean lips, Chap. 64. 6. We are all as an unclean : 
thing, and-all our Righteouſnels, &c. Hear Job, called a perfect 
Man c, 9. 30. If I waſh my felf with Snow-water, and make my 
Hands never fo clean, v- 31. Yet ſhalt thou plunge me in the 
Ditch, and mine own Cloaths ſhall abhor me. Let ws lock at Da- 
niel, ſo much beloved of God, how he confeſſeth Sin, as well for bim-- 
ſelf as the People, Dan. 9.7. Ezra likewiſe c. 9.15. Paul *# Rom. 
3.94.10, tells #9, That all, both Jews and Gentiles, of whom the. 
World conſiſted, were under Sin, and not one righteous. Yer, 23. 
All fallen ſhort of the Glory of God.” 1 Joh. 1. 8. If we ſay we 
have no fin, we lye, &c. He writes to thoſe that were called, and 
ſanttified, and takes 1 himſelf with them, and all Saints that ever 
were, or ever ſhould be. And its but a lie to reſt ſo in any Righteouſ- 
neſs, as to take ua off from Confeſſion of Sin. This « ſpoken 10 make 
them prize the more, Forgiveneſs of Sin by Chriſt's Blood,

light in Sports and Paſtims quickly after my going, and did 
refuſe going to ſuch Delights when I might go. 
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But-being 'about Sixteen Years of Age, 'as I remember, 
having ſome workings upon my Spirit, it was ſet bome

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upon me, That there was a God that would take Vengeance - 
*.on them that- did-not obey him, nor keep his Command. 
-ments 3-And that there-was no —_— of - this God-;- and 
withal it would be my Portion to fall under his Wrath, if 1 
continucd as I was, * for 'I -had- broken” his Commands, this 
eſently followed, Have Sinned'? 'I will do fo no more ; and 
rom that time I went on by Degrees to keep my Conſcicnce 
void of offence, according to that Light which I had : And 
at that time I-was of that Frame. of Spirit,. that I was ready 
to aſſent toevery thin) the\MakeKdid, whether Thad ground 
for it or not. For when I had not a real Perſwaſion that 
that thing which I did was Sin, 1 had theſe reaſonings in me, 
There are ſuch and ſuch Mer, that are mighty Men in Gifts, 
and of great Fame, and very juſt Men, and they do not do 
theſe things, therefore it is Sin: "And I was ready to go up- 
on this Ground. My Parents alſo (at ſuch times as 1 was 
with them) deſired me to go to Church with them, as 1 had 
done before, and I refuſed and wou!d not go. Soon after this 
there aroſe great Suffering-times, after which it was ordered, 
that 1 went not frequently. to the Meetings, but to ſome ftw 
in which they. ſpake ; not yielding to any thing Ldid "one 
was Sin before God :-. And after” a time being at a Meeti 
with AMexander Parker, as 1 'remember, he made uſe of theſe 
Words, which I found upon my' Search. in the 1 Theſſal.

Through 
which means I did Obey that which did reprove, and touched 
none but. what'was my due, and I went Home rejoicing-with 
my'Self in this manner, How happy wasmy Condition gow 
beyond what it had been if I had difobeyed: the reproof ! and 
- how good was the- Lord to me incalling ts me, when I was 
tempted to do that evil! Oh, who would but love ſuch 2 
Lord as this! Bur little did I think at that time that I had 
ſinned againſt God : | So was I convinced of one evil one Day, 
and was delivered from 'it, and another Day another Evil, 

.and had Power over it, and I had Joy and Peace in it. 
Now there were ſome things which the Qwakers did, that 
L was not convinced of, and 1 was aſhamed. to be. fougd in 
them, having no Ground for them in my ſelf, which things 
bred ſome trouble in me : yet all theſe things were retained in 
mine own Breaſt ; For I made known my Condition: to no 
one, becauſe.

preached ; 1 cannot call to mind what it was, notwighſtand-. 
ing 1 went again, having this in my thoughts all along, that

fell upon theſe words, Luke 3. 16: He ſhall baptize you with 
the Holy Ghoſt, and with Fire : Which word Fire was a ftrange 
word to me ; but as he opened it, it was plain tome that the 
Spirit did operate after rhe manner of Fire, which is by Light 
and Heat, which I ſhall ſpeak a little of. | 

Firſt; As to Light : The Spirit maketh known Sin when it 
cometh, which: was not ſeen before : Ay the ſhining of the 
Sun through a Crack into a dark Room, we may behold eve- 
ry ſmall Duſt within that compaſs ;. fo in this caſe it-openerth 
dark Myſteries unto us. . And as to Heat, as the Fire' foften- 
eth the hard Iron, ſo doth the Spirit ſoften our hard Hearts 3

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- the Light in me aſſented to it, that L ought not to do ſo.. And 
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when | was reproved for it, I was ;obedient, and by Obedi- 
ence was delivercd from ſuch Sins, from whence: I became of 
few words. And being lifred up in my Spirit to fee round 
me, how I ſhould diſpoſe ,of my ſelf for the time to come, 
that I might bedelivered frem the Snare of Sin, then I beheld 
the Attions between. Husband and Wife in Families, which are 
Envy,' Strife, Malice z.that if a Father corrected his Child, 
the Mother was. ready to be oftended : And there was ſcarce 
one in an hundred which lived as he ought, therefore it was 
not. good for me to be in that State. I beheld the Altlons be- 
tween Man.and dion .in Trading,” and behold Cozening, 
Cheating, Pefrauding- one another,.and-at the loweſt many 
fooliſh idle Words; ,and. it was.not good for me to be in their 
Condition. ' Shall I continue as I am a Servant ?: bur what is 
here ? Diſcontent, Maſters will think Servants may. do more 
than they do, .and blame them for that they cannot help, and 
Anger will ariſe, therefore it is not good for me to be. here. 
Then I brake out in. my Spirit, Would God it was my. por- 
tion to live in a Cave of the Eartb, and to-have. ſociety with 
no Man ; my Food to: be the Fruit of the Hedges, and the 
Fowls of- the Air, the wild Creatures of the Earth, ſuch as I 
could get; my Drink the Water of the Brooks, then ſhould 
I be free from all theſe things, not that. I was entangled with 
any at that. time z. We] hink, as I was at that time, I could 
be contented, mich chat tate I was in. Not long after I had 
this Thought ar:Suggeſtion in me, If it pleaſed God to take 
me out of the World at this very moment, I have not one Sin 
to anſwer for.: And.I queried with my ſelf how this came to 
paſs? And:itwas thus anſwered, That I being obedient to 
meLight which worked in me, had fulfilled the whole Will of 
God, having regard to that in Jeremiab 31, and 33. I will put 
my Law or inward Parts, and write them in their Minds : 
And having fulfilled this Law, 'I judged my Condition happy, 
having Joy, .and-Peace, and Comfort in my Spirit as to God, 
wdging my Condition to agree with the Scripture. About this 
time the Perſon before-named grounded his Diſcourſe on 1/2. 
55- and did run oyer the greateſt part of that. Chapter ; but 
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m the 7th Herſe, theſe words, Let the Wicked forſake\bis Wo, 
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and, the unrighteons Man his Thaughts. Which thing did reach 
my Condition, having had ſome ſtruglings in my Spirit con- 
cerning this thing ; for I thought that the Motions in me 10 
Evil, were only the Temptations of the Devil. Bur having 
now found many places in Scriptare to this purpoſe, that they 
were Sin: The places forenamed for one, Mat. x. 27, 28. 
& 13. 44. & 7. 12. & 22. 37, 38. Kom. 7.14. For we know that 
the Law us Spiritual ;, which did convince me that the Motions, 
the Deſires that aroſe in me to Evil, were Sin againſt God, 
though not conſented to, becauſe they did ſpring from my 
Fleſh. Being convinced of this as a Sin, I expected to be de- 
livcred from it,. as I had been from other Sins before ; but [ 
found it otherwiſe, for it was with me then according to that 
Pallage in Rom. 7.9. When the Commandment came, Sinrevived, 
and I died: for the more I looked upon it, the more I ſaw ; 
andthe more I ſtrove againſt it, the more did it work in me ; 
and I began to be 1n ſore trouble, being taken in it many a. 
time- But I conſidered with my felf, Hath not the Lord pro- 
miſed to make us free from Sin ?. and is He -not faithful ?. will 
He not not perform ? Yea, ſurely before 1 die, if I am. obe- 
dient to Him. But it was ordered by the Providence of God, 
that I did bear in mind the words of the ſaid Mr. Haworth, 
from Fohn 5. 40.— And ye will not come unto.me, that ye might 
bave Life. In the carrying on which Diſcourſe, he put farth 
ſeveral Queſtions of this Nature, Thou that haſt the Riches of 
this World, couldFft thou not relieve thy poor Neighbours more than 
thou haſt done? And thou that haſt ſworn, mighteſt not thon. have. 
ſworn fewer times than thou haſt done ? And thou that baſt kept. 
evil Company, mighteſt not thou. have refrained from them more than. 
thou bp = ? Theſe, with ſeveral more. And-I applicd 
this to my ſelf ; When I ſaid the Lord will make me free, if 
I am obedient to Him, could 1 not be more obedient than I 
have been ? could 1 not think of other things to prevent thoſe 
Thoughts and Deſires ariſing in me ?- And 1 was ſpeechleſs as 
to that, but to heal up my ſelf in this thing, I would be wiſer, 
I would take better heed for the time to come ; but e're*two 
or three days to an end, I was taken in the ſame Deſires again : 
yet did I comfort my ſelf in thi> alſo, hoping that I ſhould 
ayercome it beſore I died, before my departure out of 10 
IF 
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Life. ' But then it aroſe in me, Whien ſhould the deparryrs 
ont of this Life be ? and I had no”ground for any thing, but 
that it might be the very next honr after I had broken the 
Commandment of the Lord. Then did my Burden become 
exceeding heavy, finding no deliverance 3 then I down on 
my Knees before the Lord many a time in Prayer to Him, 
with Sighs, and Groans, and Tears, beſeeching Him for 
Power to withſtand this Evil that 1 was taken in ſo many 
times, but I found no deliverance nor power that was given 
me, though 1 prayer earneſtly, and in ſeveral ways; as in 
* Prayer learn'd | the Letter, viz. the Lord's Prayer, Mat, 
6. and I prayed in or by the Spirit, as I thought, and to 
Chriſt in me, and to Chrift in the Heavens, according to that 
God who filleth Heaven and Earth. Thus for ſeveral Weeks 
was1 in this trouble, making my Condition known to no one, 
becauſe 1 would not be perſwaded to any thing, but did 
wholly rely upon the inward Inftruftions of the Lord. Thus 
did my. Hope periſh, my Burden increaſed, Deſtrution was 
fet before me ; ſeeing no deliverance any manner of Way, ſo 
that I might fay in ſome meaſure, The Snares of Death did 


compaſs me about, and the Pains of Hell took hold on my Soul ;, - 


having nothing to fay for my ſelf, but the Lord might juſtly 


puniſh me, becauſe I could not ſay but I might have been 


more obedient than I had been. When I reflefted upon my 
ſelf, 1 might have thought of things to prevent thoſe Deſires 
more than 1 had done; and this dwelt with me, Who knows 
but the Lord had delivered me, if I had always thought to 
the utmoſt of my Power on Thoughts which were goed, to 
prevent thoſe evil Deſires in me? After all this, when I was 
One and Ywemy Years of Age, and ſomewhat mote, being a- 
lone bemoaning my Condmon, what would become of me? 
the Lord caft thefe words into my Heart, Chrift died far me : 
And in the meditation of them, the Lord gave me light into 
them, opening mine Underſtanding to ſee that it was in my 
place, in my room, in my very ſtead, and ſet it before me by 
this thing; Soppaſe I was a Marderer inthis Kingdom of 
England, and by the Law condernned'to Death, and was cat- 
ried to the 'place of Execution, and' was at the point x1 
Death; and a Friend unknown to me, of his own free _ 
| | oftere 
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offered himſelf, being no way guilty of the FaRt, to die for 
me, to bear the Penalty of the Law in my room, his Life 
went for my Life,and.1 went free ? Then was I as one afright- 
ed, or ina maze, to behold the wonderful Love of God ; 
and the change-which was with my Soul in a moment, in the 
turning of an hand, from Sorrow to Joy, fram a burdened 
State to a- free, from Death to Life, from Hell to Heaven, 
eyen ina moment; ſaying in- my Spirit, Who would but love 
ſuch a Lord «this / But &te a quarter of an hour to an end, 
it was clopded again 5 for the Devit had two Cards yet to' play, 


- which were ObjeCtions againſt the Doctrine of Chrift making 


Satisfaction for all my Sins, both paſt, preſent, and to come z 
and now he came with Power to drive me into them ; they 
zre theſe, Looſneſr and Deſpair. 

But firſt, upon the Subject of Zooſneſs, Rom. 6. 1, Shall we 
continue m Sin, that Grace may abound For if 1 am juſtified 
by looking unto the Sufferings of Chriſt for all my Sins, and 
to be ſaved thereby, then may I take my ſwing in Sin, and 

0 on in my Courſe, To be ſatisfied in this, 1 betook my 

elf to ſearch the Scriptares : if the Servants of the Lord in 

Days palt'did ſd, and found'that they did no+ ſack thing, 
Sut did always reprove for it, having much Satisfaftion from 
Rom. 6. moſt eminent for this thing ; By which thing I was 
pretty caſily turned from this thing, but in my Search met 
with that Pallage, Rom.

written any- thing herein ont. of Enyy or Malice ; but for 
the relief of thoſe that are in trouble, if the Lord pleaſe to 
make it inſtrumental by his Spirit for that end. 

Perhaps it may be ſaid, / could not attain to Fay, 4nd Peace, 
and Comfort by Obedience to the Light reproving me for Sin, ſeeing 
I walked not in all things as the Quakers did. To which 1 an- 
ſwer, I have ſeen one of them do that which another of 
them had not Freedom to do; yet believe he that did it 
had Peace in what he did, becauſe he ſaw no Evil in it ;- why 
might not I have Peace and Joy in my Spirit, though I did not 
walk in every Point as they did, ſeeing I did that which I 
believed was good in the ſight of God, when I durſt not do 
that which ſome of them did ? Perhaps it may be ſaid, This 
i nothing but an invented Story of mine own, having picked up 
here and there a word by Head-knowledg, ſeeing I was not in 0- 
pen Profeſſion with them which expett Salvation by Obedience to 
the Ligbt in them. To which | ſay, Though I was not in 0- 
pen Profeſſion with them, yet was I of the ſame ns + gr 

ught. 
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ſougkt my Salvation the ſame way. And as to taking hold 
of Words, or inventing Stories, I leave it to thoſe indued 
with the Spirit of God:tojudg, Whether -it be in the Power 
of Man to'place aright ſuch things as 1 have fpoken, with- 
out experience of theſe things 3 Though I might ſpeak other 
things as. concerning my Judgment both then and preſent, 
which was not by the perſwaſion of any one, as may 
appear by what I have faid before: Who once won- 
dered why the Law written by Moſes was retained, 
ſeeing there was another Law given ſince him by Jeſs 
Chriſt, whoſe Law I was to obey. But I thought it was 
retained for a Memorial of what was in Days paſt, as 
' though that Law given by Moſes did differ from the Law of 
Feſw : But if there be another Law by Chriſt, it is the Law 
of Faith, and not of Works, which is the Moral Law. For 
if Chriſt made a difference, it was in the Ceremonial Law, 
which was then in Type and Figure, but now in Subſtance : 
For our High-Prieſt is not entered into the Holy Place made 
with Hands, but into Heaven it ſelf ; not with the blood of 
Bulls or-Goats, but with his own Blood, becauſe he-gave 
himſelf an Offering and a Sacrifice to God, and He barg 
our Sins upon his Body on the Tree, by the which we 
have Peace with God : But as to the oral Law, or the Law 
of Works, | do not know any change in that, though | once 
thought there was from that of Marth. 5. where he faith, 
Te have heard that it hath been ſaid by them of Old time : but 
I ſay -unto you, as concerning the Oath and other things 
there mentioned, where He interprets the Law : For he 
ſaith, He came not to deſtroy the Law, but to fulfil the Law. 
Neither do I find in thoſe places, where He ſpeaketh of put- 
ting his Law in their inward parts, that He doth mention 
another Law, or a part of that which then was: But the 
Law is of the ſame length and breadth that it was, and doth 
reguire as great a Righteouſneſs to- be ſaved thereby, as ever 
it did to them which expett to be faved and accepted with 
-God by Works: Then how much doth it concern them 
which look for Salvation by a Rigtteouſneſs in which they 
Live; ſecing the Scripture ſaith, He'that us in Chriſt, ought 
himſelf to walk, cven as be walked? 1 Joh. 2, 6. Now 
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Now how did-Chriſt walk ?: Chriſto walkeb, that He ful- 
filled the Law of God, Thon ſhalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy Heart, with all thy Soul, and with all thy Strength, and 
thy Neighbour as thy Self . He was the Juſt One which Was 
offered for the unjuſt, in whoſe Mouth was found not Guile; 
which-in Himſelf knew no Sin; For he did that which was 
pleaſing in the ſight of God always, at all Times, Fob: 8, 
29, 2 Cor. $- 21. 


But it may fall out, theſe few Lines may be preſented tothe 
Hands of ſome one or other, which in their Hearts may ſay, 
as | once ſaid, Fhave done the Will of the Lord, and [ have 
kept all his Commandments z and if the Lord ſhould take me 
our of this World, I have no Sin to anſwer for, but my Con- 
dition is good, Lmeecd not to fear.
